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1 . The amendment to the specification filed October 26, 2006 is erroneous in that 
the amendment shall be to paragraph [0010], rather than [0014]. Also, the amendment 
must provide the entire paragraph, rather than portion thereof. Correction is required. 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

3. Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 

These claims direct to a method of producing a bulk amorphous alloy sheet by 
using a twin roll caster. The rotation rate of the rolls is in the range of 1-10 
cm/sec. and the gap between the rolls is in the range of 0.5 to 20 mm. While in 
paragraph [0028] (pages 5-6) of the specification it simply discloses that the 
specific copper alloy composition cast in a twin roll caster with the rotation rate of 
about 1-10 cm/sec. and the roll gap of about 0.5 to 20 mm will produce the 
amorphous structure, the scope of these claims encompass all the existing 
alloys. However, it deems that not all the existing alloys can form the amorphous 
structure by casting in the twin roll caster. Also, it is not known what existing 
amorphous alloys will form the amorphous structure with the claimed process 
parameters. 
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4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

6. Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
either Uedaira et al., JP 60-248,854 or JP 55-73,448 and further in view of Peker et al. 

Each of the prior art references substantially shows the invention as claimed 
except that they do not show the rotation speed of the rolls, the gap of the nip, 
the melt temperature and surface temperature of the rolls. However, Peker et al. 
disclose (see paragraph [0020]) that it is known to produce 1 .0 mm or thicker 
amorphous alloy with cooling rate as low as 500K/sec. or less with as compared 
with the conventional amorphous alloys having a typical cast thickness of 0.020 
mm and which require cooling rates of 10 5 K/sec. or more. It would have been 
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obvious to cast to cast a thicker amorphous alloy in the process of the primary 
references by using the alloy composition of Peker et al. It is apparent that as 
the thicker strip is cast in the twin roll process the rotation speed of the rolls must 
be reduced to solidify enough thickness of thin shells before the strip leaving the 
roll nip region and thereby to avoid rupture of shell from occurring. With respect 
to claims 2-5, it is conventional to prepare a molten metal under inert atmosphere 
to prevent the same from oxidation and to use a coolant for cooling the copper 
cast roll to speed up the cooling rate of the molten metal.
